WORD PERFECT PRINTER 
DRIVER INSTALLATION TIPS 
FOR FLOPPY DISK SYSTEMS

The Word Perfect prograi prefers to find ail 7 installation files in 
the saie directory on the saie disk. With ail files together, Word 
Perfect builds the 3 printer driver files:SPRINT.PRT, SPEED.PRT, and 
SFONT.PRT, automatically. To do a nice, clean printer installation, 
though; you need at least BOOK of disk space,e.g., a hard disk 
partition or an extended foriat double-sided disk. Systeis vith 
only single-sided drives require svappping of disks. 

Nov to the leat of the latter. You need these 7 files:

If you have a hard disk or an extended foriatted double-sided 
disk, then put all 7 files in a partition or on that disk. Vith 
single-sided disks, though, foriat 3 disks and put files 1-4 on one 
disk labelled v Vord Perfect*, files 5 It 6 on the second disk 
labelled "PRINT/FEED*, and put file 7 on the third disk labelled 
•FONT*. 

SETTING THE SYSTEM DEFAULTS 

i. Run VPJTART.PRG if you haven’t done so. Choose (1) on the lenu. 
If you run Vord Perfect froi a floppy drive, leave the defaults as 
they are. If, however, you run Vord Perfect froi a rai disk, change 
both the systei directory and the virtual directory to that 
raidisk’s letter. 

EXTENDED FORMAT DOUBLE-SIDED DISK 


2. Press PUNT (Shift-F7), then press Printer Control (3) for the 
Printer Control lenu. (The lanual says Printer Control is (4). 
Here, the aanual is wrong.) 

3. Nov follov the manual instructions, as they lake sense froi this 
point. 


2 SINGLE-SIDED DRIVES 

(2 Physical Devices, or 1 Physical and 1 Raidisk) 


1. Vith 2 physical drives, put the Vord Perfect disk in Drive A and 
the Print/Feed disk in Drive B. 

2. If you expanded your 520*s leiory to a legabyte, set up a 360K 
raidisk as the priiary drivejthen copy the Vord Perfect files into 
it. 

3. Vhen the alert box asks for either the PRINTER.PRT or FEED.PRT 
files, type in *BAPRINTER.PRT" or *B:\FEED.PRT*, then press 
[Return!. (Vith a raidisk, type in *A:\PRINTER.PRT* and "A:\FEED.- 
PRT*.) 

4. Vhen the alert box asks for the FONT.PRT file; take out the 
PRINT/FEED disk, put in the FONT disk, type *B(A):\F0NT.PRT», and 
press [RETURN]. 

5. if you have installed Vord Perfect m a raadis^ foriat a 4th 

disk, labelled "WORKING COPY,• and copy the raidisk to it. 

6. Don’t forget to run VPJTART.PRG on the Vorking Copy disk and 
set the systei directory to Drive A: and the Virtual Directory to 
Drive C:. 

i SINGLE-SIDED DRIVE 


1. Vhen the alert box asks for a .PRT file, take out Vord Perfect, 
put in that file’s disk, then press [RETURN]. 

2. Select your printers and prepare for a lot of disk svaps. Vith 
one drive, each printer selection requires 6 disk svaps: 2 for 
SPRINTER.PRT, 2 for SFEED.PRT, and 2 for SFONT.PRT. Follow the 
prompts and stay patient. Initially, you lay want to install 1 
printer to reduce the frustration. 

3. More bad news. Vord Perfect uses the LEX.VP file to do spell 
checking; and together, they take up over 500k of disk space. Use a 
stand-alone speller prograi and an ASCII copy of your file instead.

FRACTAL PICTURES 
by Ron Hiller 

The Jan 88 BYTE Nagazine hat a very interesting 
article on coipressing iaagei using Fractals. 

The following prograa was extracted froa BYTE 
and aodified to work on an Atari 800XL. A 
graphics aode 8 screen duap subroutine was 
added. For a detailed explanation of the 
prograa aatheaatics, refer to the BYTE article. 
However, you can have fun with this prograa 
because you only need change the data stateaents 
and plot scale factors to radically change the 
prograa output. You can see the FERN exaaple 
which this prograa produced. Just changing 
lines 20-28 and 50-52 as indicated will turn out 
a fractal tree. 

When the prograa finishes plotting, you can type 
SOTO 2000 to duap the graphics 8 screen aeaory 
to an Epson printer. Of course, you can "break* 
the prograa at any tiae and duap out the picture 
to the printer.
